W hat is “ eewer g a s ? ” 
This term has 
been employed a loDg tim e by chemists, 
sanitarians, plum bers and others to indi­ 
cate the ordinary em anations from sewers ; 
but recently certain gentlem en have taken 
exceptions to the term , denying th a t there 
is any such thing as sew er gas “ having a 
peculiar and definite com position.” 
This 
is undoubtedly true, and it is probable th at 
no intelligent m an or educated physician 
ever thought otherw ise. 
“ W h at has been 
called ‘ sewer gas ’ is composed of air, 
vapor and gases in constantly varying pro­ 
portions, together w ith living germa—veg­ 
etable and anim al—and m inute particles of 
putrescent 
m atter. 
In 
short, 
it 
is 
composed 
of 
w hatever 
is 
suffi­ 
ciently 
volatile 
or 
buoyant 
to 
float in the atm osphere, and in consequence 
of which buoyancy it is perm itted to es­ 
cape through the various sewer-outlets. 
The term is, in this sense, well understood ; 
and it is, moreover, ju st as correct as 
would be the termB sewer-vapor, or sewer- 
air, which some have chosen to substitute 
for it. 
I t is proper here to add th a t the 
offeD6iveneHs of odors is no test of their in­ 
salubrity, but th a t the m ost fatal germs 
are often conveyed in an atm osphere which 
is odorless. 
The absence of unpleasant 
odors, therefore, furnishes no proof th at 
the air does not contain sewer emanations. 
Professor W illard P arker, one of our 
most distinguished physicians, after listen­ 
ing to th e discussions of th e Academy, 
said ; “ If I were to build a house, I would 
not have it connected in any way w ith a 
sewer. 
I would construct a sort of annex. ” 
In to which, Professor P .rk e i was under­ 
stood to eay, he would gather all the pipes 
and fixtures, w ater-closets, 
baths 
and 
wash-basins. 
H e fu rth er rem arked: 
“ I 
suppose moet of you would object to hav. 
ing a vault filled w ith dead bodies a few 
yards from your house, and connected with 
it by a pipe. 
\ et this is practically w hat 
we do. 
\\ ater is no protection from the 
poisonous germs which generate and live in 
this foul air. 
This m atter dem ands our 
most careful attention, for we are in a 
very critical and unhealthy condition.” 
Colonel George B. W aring, J r., sanitary 
engineer, addressing th e public through 
the daily press, gives the following advic? : 
“ Let us take no step backw ard m the es­ 
sential im provem ent of th e adjuncts of onr 
daily life, 
l ^ t us only lop off luxurious 
superfluities, and see th a t w hat is really 
needed is good. There is no doubt th at the 
luxury of a wide distribution of plum bing 
appliances throughout th e whole house has 
led to a great increase of risk and to a wide 
distribution of 
dangerous defects. 
The 
use of stationary wash-basins in bed-rooms 
not im m ediately adjoining soil-pipes is to 
be deprecated ; aud everything should be 
reduced to the sim plest elem ents th a t will 
give the necessary sanitary control of the 
waste m atters of the house.” 
The special poisons to which I Dow refer 
are tho gases resulting 
from de.ective 
plumbing, to which all classes— the poor 
occupants of tenem ent-houses, those who 
are able to command the necessaries and 
many of th e luxuries of life, and those 
who live in the m ost expensive houses, and 
whose riches can buy 
everything but 
health—are alike exposed. 
None bu t phy­ 
sicians can know how general this poison 
is, and how positively it explains m uch of 
tho disease th at they are called upon to 
treat, and of the m any sad deaths which 
follow. 
W hen I assert th a t it is a daily 
experience w ith me to see persons whose 
general health is suffering from this poison, 
as m anifested by jnalaine, loss of appetite 
and strength, 
slight febrile symptoms, 
diarrhu‘3, jihysical and m ental depression ; 
and th at I have seen infants, children and 
adults suffering from diphtheria, scarlet 
ferePNqf a m ild type, complicated w ith 
this disease and destroying life ; those in 
vigorous health, students in colleges, am bi­ 
tious and active young men in the profes­ 
sions or in the com M rrcir1 or financial world, 
stricken down w ith ffrymgjft TÍl tíl^SQIE? 
struggling through the disease and others 
dying ; and th at the cause has been dem ­ 
onstrated to be this po¡30n—I only state 
fects which are common in the experience 
of all physicians in this city. 
In some 
cases this has been the resuit of ignorance 
of the very unsanitary conditions which 
environed them . 
For example, tw o young 
men were stricken down with typhoid fe­ 
ver, one of whom died. 
They were not 
acquaintances, but occnpied offices in the 
same building, in tho vicinity of W all 
street. 
On investigation, 
it was found 
th a t thero was not a trap in the whole 
building. 
In a house in which, but a few 
m onths before, several hundred dollars had 
been expended to p ut the building in per­ 
fect condition, a youDg man died of ty ­ 
phoid fever, and others of the family be­ 
came ill, when it was found th a t a defect­ 
ive waste pipe was saturating the house 
w ith poisonous gas. 
B u t such tacts as 
these are common and so well known to 
the profession th a t I need not dwell npon 
them .— ¡Dr. Frank H. H am ilton, in Popu­ 
lar Science M onthly. 


HOW MATCHES WERE EVOLVED. 


Few people who u3e half 
a box of 
m atches a day are disp.ned to think much 
on th e subject of th eir origin, and rest 
content w ith th e fact th a t they exist. 
F ifty years have not yet passed since the 
most elem entary m atch in its present form 
was invented, and in Vienna the other day 
they celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
their invention by three A ustrians, to 
whom, of course, th a t honor is assigned. 
In England, in 1832, m atches had not 
reached their present shape, but had only- 
reached the atage of 
“ lucifers.” 
The 
m odern generation has lost sight of all 
these gradual evolutions, aDd they are only 
known to those who have the misfortune 
to be survivors of those benighied aud u n ­ 
enlightened days. 
In the tim e of Fox and 
Burke, and up to the ^beginning of the 
present century, the flint and steel and 
tinder stage had not been passed, though 
it is probable th a t Dr. Johnson and others 
were more skillful than we m odem s are at 
this intricate operation. 
A bout th e be­ 
ginning 
of 
th e 
century, 
however, 
m atters 
began 
to 
improve, 
and 
long 
brim stone 
m atches 
came 
into 
use to supply the place of th e tinder. 
These were pieces of wood about six inches 
long, tipped w ith sulphur, and caught fire 
easily from the spark of the Hint. I t would 
be difficult to obtain a specimen of them 
nowadays. 
No museum seems to interest 
itself in preserving these little social curi­ 
osities ; and it is only some fifty years 
hence th a t they will be looked upon ns 
such, and sought after in some technical 
exhibition of the m atch trade. I t was not, 
however, till 1825 th at m atters began to 
improve, w hen an elaborate 
apparatus 
called the “ E u p y rio n ” came into use. 
This consisted of an open bottle containing 
sulphuric acid, soaked in fibrous asbestos, 
and the m atches, which were about two 
inches long and sold a t one shilling a box, 
were tipped with a chemical combination, 
of which chlorate of potash was the prin­ 
cipal ingredient. 
On p utting the m atch 
into the bottle and rapidly w ithdraw ing it 
a flame was produced, b u t as the acid was 
inconvenient and the m atches liable to be 
spoiled by damp, th e Eupyrion being shown 
not to be the fittest did not survive. 
M any inventions more ingenious than 
useful were successively tried ; th e “ pby- 
rophorus,” the pneum atic tinder-box, and 
the hydrogen lam p of Dobereimer ; but it 
was not until 1832 th a t the first sign of a 
friction m atch was evolved—and was called 
“ a lucifc-r ” by the joking generation. Lu­ 
cifers were substantially the present m atch 
pulled through a piece of sand-paper. The 
rem em brance of such a contrivance is cal­ 
culated to m ake us think less than we do 
of th at dull tim e. 
B ut th e country was 
waking up, and the congreve, w hich is 
the m atch of to-day, soon followed th e re­ 
form bill. 
W hether the congreve was 
called after the rccket of th at name is a 
doubtful point. 
There is a story of its in­ 
ventor which shows, if true, the value of 
attention on the part of schoolboys and 
m ight be p ut up in all board schools. 
The 
real inventor, it is said—a village school­ 
m aster—explained it to his boys a t school, 
and one more intelligent talked of it to his 
still more intelligent parent, who was a 
chemist, and who turned it to m aterial 
advantage. 
Be 
th a t 
as 
it 
may, 
this 
was th e same as th e m atch of to -d ay ; 
and it has since undergone few improve­ 
ments, except one changing it from a silent 
to a coisy m atch. The silent m atch, which 
is so affected by burglars, and is a neces­ 
sary accompaniment to list slippers, con­ 
sist* in th a omission of chlorate of potash 
in the composition which tips it, and which 
is tho cause of the crackling noise which is 
liable to awake the intended victim. 
The 
last great invention was the safety m atch. 
I t would iwquire, perhaps, the intellect of 
a Eabbaga to wreBtle with the statistics of 
matches. 
T hat 60,000,000 are burned 
evvry day in Europe seem below the mark. 
Some firms tu rn out 9.000,000 a day, and 
many in London 2,000,000 or 3,000,000.

is a tax on 
matches, by which grist is thus brought to 
the mill, the stam ps show an outturn of 
about 40, KK),000,000, so at present m atch­ 
making is not the specielty of America, 
though th e tax yields about £700,000 a 
year to th e revenue.

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F okests and H ailstones.—T he utility 
of forests as a safeguard against avalanches 
and a hindrance to free he ts and snow drifts 
has often been pointed out, but it has never 
beforo been suggested th a t forests are a 
preservation against 
hail-storm s. 
Such, 
however, is th e opinion of H err R iniker, 
who is chief forester of Canton Argau, 
Sw itzerland. 
H e says th a t where there 
are forests there are no hail-storm s, and in 
support of this theory he adduces a rem ark­ 
able fact, for th e accuracy of which he and 
many others can personally vouch. 
In the 
*cutb of Aargau there is a little chain of 
m ountains known ae tire Lindenberge. The 
Lindenberge are about 20 kilom eters long, 
of an average bight above sea level of some 
800 feet, and com pletely covered w ith 
wood. 
Abont tw enty yea 
was divided in tw o places by wide gaps, 
w ith the consequence th a t the valleys a t the 
foot of the m ountain were soon afterw ard 
visited w ith freqnent hail-storm s. 
The 
hail-charged clouds were seen to traverse 
the gape. 
In 186S the w ider of the two 
open spaces was closed by a plantation of 
firs, and since 1871 
no hail-storm has 
crossed the forest. 
In explanation of this 
phenomenon H err R iniker suggests th at, as 
hail-clouds are saturated 
w ith positive 
electricity and trees conduct from the earth 
negative electricity, the m eeting of the two 
currents develops sufficient heat to prevent 
the complete congelation of the clouds and 
even to thaw th e hailstones contained in 
them —for the clouds of this description 
pass very near th e earth—and so convert 
the frozen particles into rain. 
If further 
obaervation should confirm the accuracy of 
H err R iniker's conclusions in this regard, 
the im portance of forests in countries 
where hail-storm s are freqnent will be 
greatly increased.

from its attack. 
B ut th e vegetable kingdom knows their 
dominance as well.

HOW 
W E DIGEST. 


To make the process of digestion simple, 
let me say th at it begins in the m outh and 
ends in the iungs. 
A man swallows a 
m outhful of bread. 
VVe follow it from his 
m outh down through th e ivsophagns to his 
stom ach. 
I t now, by a peculiar m otion of 
the stomach, is moved about in th e stomach, 
and as it touches here and there, gastric 
juice starts out, like sw eat upon the fore­ 
head, and w ets the bread. 
A fter a couple 
of hours of revolving about w ithin the 
stomach, the bread is changed into some­ 
thing th at looks like butterm ilk. 
This is 
chyme. 
N o w jh o gate a t the right end of 
the stom ach opens- and It-fcs- this- chvm e._ 
pass through the first parts of the in'tes- 
tine. 
There tw o liquids are poured in, one 
from the liver—th e bile—the other from 
the pancreas—the pancreatic juice. 
These 
induce certain ehanges in tho liquid bread 
which makes it resemble milk. 
Now it is 
known as chyle. Innum erable little m ouths 
which open w ithin the intestine suck up 
the milk or chile, carrying it to a small 
canal—the thoracic duct, which lies upon 
the back bone—and through this it runs 
up to the upper part of the chest and 
is ponred into a large vein ju st under 
the 
left 
collar-bone. 
Through 
this 
vein 
it 
reaches 
the 
right 
side 
of 
the heart, and is then forced into the 
lnngs, when it comes in contact w ith the 
air. 
Now a wonderful change comes over 
it. 
This is produced by the addition of 
oxygen to the m ilk-like fluid. 
For a given 
quantity of this chyle a still larger quan­ 
tity of oxygen is added, and the compound 
which comes of this union betw een the 
bread aud the oxygen is the nutrim ent 
which supplies the w ants of th e system . 
W h at takes place in the lungs is more im ­ 
portant than anything th at precedes it in 
the process of digestion. 
F or example, a 
man may live on fried salt pork, hot sa’le- 
ratus biscuit and strong green tea (I don’t 
know a worse dose); if he lives on th e 
western plains and breathes pure air he will 
have a purer blood, healthier skin, and will 
be freer from humors, than another man 
who lives upon the choicest grains and 
fruits, but who constantly breathes th e air 
of a close, furnace-heated house. 
In other 
words, we may tru ly say th at, in consider­ 
ing the great function of digestion, the 
lungs really play a more im portant p art 
than the stomach itself. 
I t is really vital 
th at the first and last step in digestion 
should he well done. 
First, chew well, 
and last, breathe well. If those tw o duties 
are well performed, a substantial contribu. 
tion will be m ade to our w elfare.—[Dr. 
Dio Lewis.

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The C ruise uf th e C orw in. 
W a s h in g to n , November 6 ;b.—The report 
of Lieutenant Healy, commander of the rev­ 
enue eteamer CorwiD, covering the operations 
of the veise! on her second northern cinise up 
to the 24-.h ultimo, has been received at the 
Treasury D epartm ent, having been mailed 
from Ounalaska. 
Lieutenant Healy says of the natives of 
St. Liw ience Bay : 
“ For the benefit of any 
who may be cast upan the hospitable and 
kindly feeling natives along the northern 
shores, I would most earnestly recommend 
th at some token of appreciation be offered 
them. 
This will insure the extension of that 
hospitality and protection which to castaways 
means life itself.” 
W ith regard to M aster Putnam , he says : 
"W e learned from St. Lawrence Islands that 
on the sixth day after the departure of the 
Rodgers’ crew, the body of the unfortunate 
M aster Putnam was found on the ice between 
the north and the south Head. 
From the 
story they teii, it appears th at a few days 
after their departure au easterly wind sprang 
up, which freshening into a gale caused the 
ice to fiiat into the bay and form % pack, fill­ 
ing its entire extent. 
Upon the ice the na­ 
tives hunted seal, and during their excnisione 
repeatedly saw the body of Putnam and by 
bis side his revolvers, sled and the skeleton of 
a dog.” 
E arly in August the Corwin entered the 
Arctic Ocean. 
A fter a day’s cruise here she 
sp.'ke a number of whaling fl jets. The Captain 
of the bark George and Susan reported the 
loss of the Bteam whaler N orth Star, which 
was crushed in the ice Ju ly 8th, aud the 
Corwin relieved him of one ot her wrecked 
seamen, the remainder having sailed for San 
Francisco bv the Thomas Pope. 
Captain H ealy says: “ I was particularly 
sorry th at our trip, so far to the eastward, 
would not allow me to take any astronomical 
observations. 
W e ran lines ot soundings, 
however, during the entire cruise in the Arc­ 
tic. and while we found that to the westward 
of Point Barrow, along the coast, the scund- 
ings a» marked upon the chart were very cor­ 
rect, those to the eastward were to some de­ 
gree incorrect. 
I recommend th at a line of 
soundings be made along the coast from Point 
Barrow to the McKenzie river.” 
Captain Healy visited the habitations of 
the natives of K ing’s Island, in the Arctic 
Ocean—a curious people, who live upon a 
precipitous hillside, as no other people live. 
He says the houses are erected upon poles. 
The entrance to each is effected throuzh a 
hole in the front wall, about fourteen inches 
in diameter. 
The Corwin is now on her re­ 
turn voyage, by way of Sitka, to San F ran­ 
cisco. 
The J ea n n ette In q a lry -M elv U Ie on the 
Stand. 
W ashington, November 6th.—The Jean­ 
nette Board began its examination of Mel­ 
ville this morning. 
H e believed the vessel 
entirely seaworthy, and fully capable of mak- 
it g the voyage.

Affairs In H aw aii. 
W ashington, November 6th.—Dispatches 
were received by the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy this morning from the Commander of 
lie U cited States ship Alaska, at Honolulu, 
tie reports a serious state of affairs there, 
growing out of dissatisfaction among the 
sugar planters. 
The planters have formed a 
Protective Union, and made a protest to the 
King against the selection of his Cabinet.

acknowledged, has added so largely to the 
wealth of the planters. 
The Union is pre­

The H aw aiian Free Sugar T realv. 
W ashington, November 6;h.—The H a­ 
waiian free sugar treaty is again before the 
Treasury Departm ent. 
The Secretary has 
received within a few days a petition from 
importers, refiners and brokers of raw sugars 
in New York, in which it is averted that 
much of the sugar now Imported from the 
islands into San Francisco and other ports 
free of duty is entirely different in quality 
from that which is specified in the treaty. 
The petitioners claim also th at the treaty has 
operated in favor of the sugar iuterests of the 
islands to such an extent that its production 
has been stimulated until now exporters are 
forced to look to other markets than those of 
the Pacific slope, and that recently cargoes 
have been shipped to New York, where the 
question has been raised as to the liability cf 
sugar to duty. 
This question, the petitioners 
asserted, has been referred to the Collector at 
San Francisco for a decision, and they pro. 
tested against this reference, claiming that it 
made him the judge of his own acts. 
Acting 
Secretary French replied to the petitioners 
to-day th at they were misinformed ; that the 
Collector at_ San Francisco was not called 
upon to decide the question, but to make a 
report to the Departm ent, which would ren­ 
der a decision.

To M a k e L e a e P h o t o g r a p h s . —A very 
pretty am usem ent, 
especially for those 
who have ju st completed the study of 
botany, is the taking of leaf photographs. 
One very sim ple process is this : A t any 
dru ggist’s get an ounce of bichrom ate of 
potassium (poison), 
l ’u t this into a pint 
of w ater. 
W hen the solution becomes 
satu rated —th a t is, when w ater has dis­ 
solved as m uch as it will—pour off some of 
the liquid into a shallow dish ; on this float 
a piece of ordinary w riting paper until it 
is thoroughly moistened. 
L et it become 
dry in the dark. 
I t should be a bright 
yellow. 
On this p ut the leaf—under it.a 
piece of soft black cloth and several shee"ts 
of newspapers. 
P u t these betw een tw o 
pieces of glass (all th e pieces should be of 
the same size) and w ith spring cicthes-pins 
fasten them together. 
Expose to a bright 
sun, placing the leaf so th at the rays will 
fall upon it as nearly perpendicular as pos­ 
sible. 
In a few m inutes it w ill begin to 
turn brown ; but it requires from half an 
hour to several hours to produce a perfect 
pink. 
W hen it has become dark enough 
take it from the fram e and p ut in clear 
w ater, which m ust be changed every few 
m inutes till the yellow part becomes w hite. 
Sometimes the leaf-veinings will be quite 
distinct. 
By following these directions it 
is scarcely possible to fail, and a little prac­ 
tice will make perfect.

E a r l y 
U s e o f P a p e r M o n e y i n t h e 
E a s t . — At the end of the thirteenth cen­ 
tury paper-money was used by Kublai 
Khan, as this quotation will show : 
“ In 
this city of Kambaln is the mint of the 
great Khan, who may truly be said to pos­ 
sess the 
secret of the alchemists. 
He 
causes the bark to be stripped from the 
mulberry trtcs, which are used for feed­ 
ing the silkworms, and takes from it the 
inner rind. 
This being steeped, is pound­ 
ed in a mortar until ieduced to a pulp, 
which is made into paper, but quite dark. 
When ready for use it is cut into pieces 
of money nearly square. 
Of these some 
pass for a demi-tournois, others for a silver 
groit, aud others as high as ten btzants of 
gold. 
The coinage of this paper money is 
authenticated with as much form as if it 
were 
actually 
gold 
and silver; 
for 
to 
each note 
a 
number 
of 
officers 
affix 
their 
names 
and 
signets, and, 
when 
this 
is 
done 
by 
all, 
the 
principal officer deputed by the Khan, 
having dipped into vermilion the royal seal, 
stamps with it the piece of paper, so that 
the form of the seal tinged with the ver­ 
milion remains impressed on it, by which 
it receives full authentication as current 
money, and counterfeiting it is a capital of­ 
fense. 
This 
paper 
money 
circulates 
tbrengheut the Khan’s dominions, nor 
dares any one refuse to receive it at peril 
of his life ; but all receive it without hes­ 
itation, because wherever their business 
may call them they may dispose of it again, 
for with it, in short, any article may be 
purchased. 
When the paper is damaged it 
it is taken to the mint and fiesh notes 
given on payment of three per cent. 
If 
gold or silver smiths require bullion it 
would be given in exchange for these notes 
for manufacture, but not for currency.” 


Malaria and its cause have been investi­ 
gated by Professor Tnoai, of the district of 
old Rome.
